With  this  bulletin  we  mark  not  just  the  end  of  one  calendar 
year,  but  the  conclusion  of  the  five-year  term  of  our  synagogue 
Officers.  These  individuals  exemplify  the  very  best  qualities 
of  synagogue  life.  Under  the  leadership  of  Chairman  Steven 
Friedman,  President  Brian  Lustbader,  Marcia  Colvin,  Paul 
Corwin,  Rachael  First,  Marlene  Muskin,  Art  Penn  and  Howard 
Rubin  have  collectively  given  more  time,  wisdom  and  love 
to  PAS  than  anyone  could  ever  know.

It 
is  the  mission  of  any  synagogue  to  serve  its  membership,  and 
important  as  staff  and  clergy  may  be  to  realizing  the  mission,  it 
is  the  lay  leadership  that  determines  the  congregation’s  future.

items  from  the  Sotheby's  auction  of 
the  Steinhardt  Collection  in  April.  The 
objects  were  selected  for  their  interest 
and  potential  to  be  used  in  educational 
programming. 

Pictured  above  is  a  Polish  silver 
Pidyon  HaBen  plate  from  1806.  Used 
during  the  ceremony  for  "redeeming"  a 
firstborn  son,  the  plate  is  embossed  with 
the  binding  of  Isaac. 

A  silver  Torah  breastplate,  probably 
Polish,  from  the  early  1800s,  also  depicts 
the  binding  of  Isaac,  with  figures  of  Moses 
and  Aaron  above  the  scene. 

A  pewter  seder  plate  from  Austria 
or  Hungary  is  dated  1810.  The  plate  is 
engraved  with  a  man  leading  the  Paschal 
lamb,  Elijah  blowing  a  shofar,  and  the 
Messiah  riding  on  a  donkey.  Around  the 
rim  is  the  order  of  the  seder. 

The  Musee  des  Horreurs  (Gallery 
of  Horrors)  is  a  series  of  lithographic 
posters  from  19th/20th  century  France. 
These  provocative  images  are  an  example 
of  the  virulent  reaction  to  the  Dreyfus 
Affair.  The  caricatures  depict  Dreyfus, 
Emile  Zola,  and  a  variety  of  prominent 
Dreyfusards,  including  members  of  the 
Rothschild  family. 

The  plates  and  Torah  shield  are  on 
display  in  the  glass  cases  in  the  Gallery. 
The  posters  will  be  exhibited  in  the 
Gallery  in  the  Fall.

If  modem  Hebrew  literature  was  bom  of  a  desire  to  solve  the  problem  of  Jewish  life 
in  Diaspora  and  to  promote  the  Zionist  cultural  project,  contemporary  Israeli  literature 
is  very  different  indeed.  Proving  the  tremendous  success  of  the  project  of  Hebrew 
cultural  revival,  contemporary  literature  has  also  come  to  reflect  an  increasingly 
fragmented  Israeli  identity  and  society,  one  riven  with  oppositions  between  ethnic 
and  social  groups,  collectivism  and  individualism,  religion  and  secularism.  Earlier 
Hebrew  literature  often  reflected  a  disdain  for  the  Diaspora,  whereas  contemporary 
writing  often  displays  a  fascination  with  what  the  world  outside  of  Israel  might  offer. 
And  if  much  of  early  Hebrew  literature  skirted  the  issue  of  the  conflict  between  Jews 
and  Palestinians  over  the  land,  contemporary  Israeli  fiction  tackles  this  issue  head 
on.  Classic  figures  such  as  Oz  and  Yehoshua  will  be  explored,  but  our  focus  will  be 
primarily  on  newer  writers  such  as  Etgar  Keret,  Savyon  Liebrecht,  and  Sayed  Kashua. 
All  readings  provided  in  English.

Where  Did  That  Tzedakah  Go?

IN  ADVANCE 
OF  LAST 
YEAR'S 
VICKI  K. 
WIMPFHEIMER  MITZVAH  DAY, 
congregants  filled  tzedakah  boxes 
with  coins  which  they  poured  into  the 
giant  PAS  community  tzedakah  box  on 
Mitzvah  Day.  The  majority  of  that  money 
went  immediately  to  Superstorm  Sandy 
relief.  The  learners  of  the  Congregational 
School  were  asked  to  determine  where 


the  remaining  portion  of  the  money 
would  be  donated.  The  Vav  (Grade  6) 
learners  guided  all  the  learners  to  an 
informed  decision. 

First,  the  Vav  learners  determined 
which  organizations  they  wanted  to 
consider.  They  chose  the  NY  Common 
Pantry  (formerly  Yorkville  Common 
Pantry),  American  Jewish  Joint 
Distribution  Committee  (JDC),  Goods 
for  Good,  Project  Ezra,  Coalition  for  the 
Homeless  and  Green  Chimneys. 

The  learners  then  divided  into  groups 
to  research  how  each  organization 
was  working  towards  social  justice. 
While  doing  their  research,  the  learners 


connected  the  work  of  the  organization 
with  what  our  Jewish  texts  say  about 
doing  acts  of  kindness.  Two  of  the  texts 
that  learners  explored  were  Pirkei  Avot 
and  Maimonides’  Eight  Ways  of  Giving. 

To  present  what  they  learned,  each 
group  created  a  bulletin  board  about  the 
organization  they  had  studied.  These 
displays  helped  educate  learners  in 
Grades  2-5  about  the  organizations  and 
the  needs  they  meet.  All  the  learners  then 
voted  on  where  to  donate  the  Mitzvah 
Day  tzedakah  money.  They  chose  Green 
Chimneys,  and  a  check  was  sent  in  May.
